POLICEMEN KILLED AND INJURED.

On arriving at Colowane they 
obtained the assistance of bualf a dosen Indian 


policemen and as they were proceeding through 
the village they were unexpectedly assniled 
by a fasillade of shote, fired from the houses 


and shops, A Chiues= policeman was fatal y shot, 
buat before dropping he shouted to his comrades 
not to advance as the pirates were superior in 
number. An Indian policeman was also killed 
aod two others very geriously wounded. The 
other three Indians Ve two plain-clothes 
constables retired anhurt, 


The guoboat Rio Lima was in the bay at the 
time and rendered very opportune assistance, 
or the whole of the policy might have been 
killed. 

lt was very well known that the pirates were 
in considerabie strength at Colowane—v0 at 
least—and it is considered vary imprudent to 
have taken such a small furce to attempt 
their capture,

THE BOYCOTT.

Boycotters who simply boycott, and do not 
overtly incite others to boycott, are safe 
from interference, It ia not possible by 
any constitutional method to make them do 
what they do not wanttodo. Yuan Sara- 
Kar at Tientsin, during the time of the 
American boycott, muat have found some 
way, for he effectively prevented the move- 
ment from gaining ground at that port. 
The Chinese. authorities, if they really 
wished to stop it, could do so, for they are 
not hampered by such restrictions as British 
officials have to observe. It is patent 
enough that. at Canton the officials do not 
want to meddle with the movement that has 
been set afoot since the ‘ Tatsu-maru” 
affair, and that they are not sincere in their 
‘protestations of helplessness to Peking, 
where the suicidal aspect of the agitution is 
recognised, In this Colony we are not 
sure that the authorities have done quite 
all that they might have done. We are of 
opinion that the announcement posted at 
some shops, that Japanese goods are not to 
be obtained within, and the like, might 
fairly be forbidden. They are unnecessary, 
in the sense that aman who never did sell 
Japanese goods would not have thought of 
announcing the fact. A keeper of a fried- 
fish shop does not hoist a placard to say 
that he does not sell sewing-machines. All 
the shops that are showing these announce- 
mentsin Hongkong may be fairly considered 
to be inciting to boycott—for the implica- 
tion of these “ innocent ” announcements is 
ante well understood~ and we suggest that 
the Police should be given instructions 
to order their removal wherever seen, 
and to prosecute where the order is dis- 
obeyed, or the offence repeated. By so 
doing we would, asa Colony, be doing our 
duty to our Allies, and at the same time 
seconding the efforts of the Chinese Central 
Government, which has signified its dis- 
approval of this boycott, We should also 
thereby squush the suspicion that we are 
—as tradesmen—desirous of profiting by 
something we know to be wrong. We do 
not believe that any of us have sympathised 
with the boycott movement, beciuse we all 
know very well that if the Chinese get 
accustomed to use that weapon and find it 
invariably successful that it might very 
easily be turned against ourselves before 
very long, perhaps for some very trivial 
and unanticipated reason. It is becoming 
plain enough now to acute observers that 
this boycott does not rest upon an ex- 
clusively anti-Japinese basis. It is, so far 
as the Cantonese are concerned, a sort of 
test case, to decide whether the two Kwang 
are to be governed from Peking or.Canton, 
While we are not particularly in love with 
the present Dynasty, it is the Governmeut, 
and it is vitally important to foreign in- 
terests (us well ag to Chinese progress) that 
the power of the one and undivided authority 
should be upheld, that there should 
be only the one responsible headquarters. 
If the British had been occupying Japan’s 
shoes at the present moment, the China 
Association and others in this Colony would 
certainly. have been agitating for the 
dismiseal of the present Viceroy, and for 
his substitution by some official who would 
have shown readier obedience to the instruc- 
tions of the Central Government. It can be 
no satisfaction to our Japunese friends and 
aliies that the Chinese boycotters are and 
must be suffering economically pari paseu 
with themselves, and it is not vie wed with 
any more complacence at Peking, where 
the high authorities are realizing to the full 
the direction in which Cantonese frenzy is 
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pulling them. The Central Goverhment 
cannot afford to let it go on much longer, 
without having to pay ultimately for pre- 
sent weakness, and if the Pul:ce at Hong- 
kong be-instructed to show a firmer front 
to those who ure keeping the bare letter of 
the law, while flagrantly defying. its spirit, 
we have little doubt that they would there- 
by oblige Peking as much as they would 
oblige Tokyo. i 


BOYCOTTERS. AND—OR 
REBELS-

(Daily Press, May \8th.) 

Cuan Wat-po, the chairman of the “ Self- 
Government Society of Canton,” and 
guiding spirit of the boycott against the 
Japanese, Icft Hongkong last week with hig 
trained staff uf agitators. His destination: 
was Annam. Itis conceivable that there is 
something more than mers coincidence 
in this choice of place for ‘strengthening 
the movement against the Japanese.” Our 
readers will have noted two or three refer- 
ences within recent days to events that are 
taking place in Annam and about the 
Yunuan border, and there is at least ground 
for suspecting that the curiously styled 
“ Self-goveroment Society ” of Canton is in 
strong sympathy with the anti-monarchists 
of Yunnan, wh are reported to have massed 
on the frontier to the number of four or five 
thousaud, bearing arms of the latest pattern. 
These rebels have been finding Annama 
convenient sort of sanctuary. The chairman 
of the “ Self-Government Society” of Canton 
is on his way toAnnam. Certainly that isa 
coincidence lending colour to our recent 
allegution (the truth of which is generally 
admitted now) that the boycott is at bottom 
an anti-dynastic movement. If Caan War- 
Po is a rebel, it is to be hoped that the 
French authorities will intercept him before 
he can join the others and cause more 
mischief. In any case they will not be 
likely to approve of such propagandists 
adding to the ferment already observable in 


Annam. The raiders on the Yiunan border - 
have openly declared themselves to be the « 


soldiers of Sun Yat-sen, a gentleman whom 
the Chinese Government would very much 
like to catch, The Viceroy of the Yun- 
Kwei provinces reports that tuey (the; 
insurgents) appear t» be well provided with | 
funds, a comuuissariat, and excellent arms 
and ammunition. They have already cap- 
tured some Government forts and many 
Government rifles, and the Vicerov has 
asked that his neighbours be instructed to 
send reiaforcements, otherwise he cannot 
hold Yunnan for the Empire! The Gover- 
nor of Kwangsi was thereupon ordered to 
send troops with all possible speed. ‘there 
is also a story of a protest from the Waiwupu 
to the French ‘Government, complaining 
that Anuam is being allowed to be usei as 
arrbel base. Jt is quite certain that the 
French do not want that sort of thing going 
on, and possibly they have been as much 
surprised as the Yuonan Viceroy was. 
Unfortunately, their regular forces have 
been seriously reduced in that part of the 
world, and they are not in @ position to 
sweep up the country or (0 adequately 
guard their froutier from being violated as 
it seems to have been. They ought to be 
able to intercept the Cantouese visitors and 
keep them out of mischief. The N.-C, 
Daily News suspects that the trouble is 
being greatly exaggerated, “for the sake of 
the kudos that will be attainable at the end 
of the campaign,” and so far.as the tales 
of furious fighting go, we have no doubt 
that it is all bunkum. But thére is another 
cause of exaggeration, panic, and panic may, 


like smoke of fire, be taken as an indication 
of the existence of something out of order. 
These rascals are moving about and demoa- 
strating, and though there is no chance of 
their achieving anything big, they cause 
worry and loss all round. ~ 


MACAO.

The Colony of Macao was never in such 
sore straits as it is to-day and it is not to be 
wondered at that the highly laudatory 
references to the departing Goverfior which 
have been made in the Press should pro a 
a query as to whether they are entirely 
deserved. We priot in another column 
some observations by a valued correspondent 
who pertinently . ) the fact that 
during tbe short term of His Excellency’s 
administration business ia Macao has gone 
from val to worse. The revenues of the 
Colony have also suffered from the fact.that 
half the fan-tan shops which existed whea 
His Excellency came to the Colony, are now 
closed. The Santa Casa Lottery (another 
revenue-earning iastitution) has also ceased 
to exist, ‘‘owing to the greed of some- 
body in authority,” our contributor affirms. 
Again, we are told that about half the 
Chinese population have left tbe Colony, 
aud now practically the Colony’s only 
ramainiog industry, the Silk Spiuning 
Works, which formerly employed hundreds 
of women and children, is permanently 
closed owing to trouble with the Govern-. 
ment officials, It must be confessed that 
this represents a sad record of failure, 
but cau the blame be justly laid upon 
the shoulders of Senbor CoutinHo? Our 
contributor’s statement indicates that there 
ia much that is rotten in the government 
of the Colony, and prima facie it is 
a charge against the governor that 
an important industry should disappear 
‘owing to troubie with goveroment 
ifficiala,” and, again, that another source 
of revenus should be lost “ owing to 
the greed of somebody in authority.” 
What the Governor’s reply to such a charge 
would be we can only surmise. It is no 
new thing to hear such allegations made 
avainst subordinate officials in Macao, nor 
would it be new to hear suggestions that 
they had been concerned in deliberate 
attempts to embarrass the Governor; but as 


-to the truth of such allegations we are not in 


@ position to pronounce avy opinion. Our 
cont ibutor ad mits that amongst the Portu- 
guese residents in ths Colony the Governor 
has ‘‘a very good name,’ and we have every 
reason for believing that their laudations of 
Senhor CoutinHo as an honest administrator 
having at heart the welfare of the Culony 
was sincere aud entirely frea of sycuphancy, 
Our regular correspondent at Mao.o, who 
is seldom, able to say a good word for the 
adoiinistration, recognised that in Ssahor 
Coutinny the Colony had a capable and just 
administrator; but it matters little who may 
occupy that urnamental position so lung as 
the Lisbon Government insists on exercising 
control over the pettiest detaila of the 
adiniuistration. Thwarted and humiliated 
as the Governor of Macao is shown to have 
been, we do not see how any Governor can 
hope to pos:ess *that control over the 
administrative machine which counts for 
efficiency. What seems to be urgently 
needed, if Macao is ever to recover her lost 
status in the Kast, is the appointmeat of a 
Commission composed of the best men 
available in Lisbon t-, thoroughly investigate 
the conditions of the Clouy, and—wuat 
is still more important—that the Lisbon 
Government should act upon their 
recommendations. 
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. In view of a suggestion much discussed 

at present in Hongkong we may add that 
we would not expect the Commission 
to hold out in their report the allur- 
ing prospect of Macao again becoming 

@ emporium of the opium trade in South 
China now that the British Government 
has decided to do for Hongkong what the 
Lisbon Goveroment has been foolishly 
doing for Macao. When the opium trade 
shifts to Macao it will mean the extinction 
of the Colony, for it would incense the 
Chinese Government and provoke trouble, 
and Portugal in the circumstances cer- 
tainly would not be able to count on 
the material help nor the moral support 
of Englaud, or any other Power pro- 
bably, if the Chinese decided on seizing 
Macao’ as a retributive act of justice 
in the cireumstandés. @1t would be a far 
too dangerous enterprise for Portugal to 
invite the opium trade to Macao after 
it has been expelled from Hongkong. 

(Daily Press, May 22nd.) 

Not at all unexpectedly, we have received 
an indignant letter from a Portuguese 
gentleman who resents the criticism of the 
ex-Governor of Macao that we published 
from the pen of an occasional contributor. 
We may mention that the said contributor 
has sources of infurmation that entitle him 
to speak with a great deal more authority 
of Macao affairs than the gentleman who 
now desires to contradict him can claim. 
He poiuted out, it may be remembered, 
that all Portuguese speak in the most 
respectful and admiring way of the ex- 
Governor, and we refraiu from publishing 
the resentful letter referred to, not because 
we are disinclined to give all sides a fair 
hearing, but because its writer has so 
obviously misread and misinterpreted our 
occasional contributor’s remarks, When, 
for instance, the failure of the Macao lottery 

‘scheme was attributed to the greed of 
“somebody in authority,” that somebody 
was clearly not His Excellency the departed 
Governor. The whole tenour of the con- 
tribution was against any such sugeestion; 
only a hasty reader could have jumped at 
such @ conclusion. Whit is certain is that 
there were many ‘‘somebodies in authority” 
who failed to give to the late Governor the 
loyal support and service that was lis due. 

ith pas:ively, if not actively, mutinous 
subordivates in Macao, and a corrupt. 
officialdom in Lisbon, the position of His 
Excellency was bound to become untenable, 
for even a stronger type of man than he. 
But cur contributor’s reference to the 
greedy ideas of “somebody in authority ”’ 
fits somebody at Lisbon just as readily as 
it fits anybody elsewhere, Our contributor’s 
critic says it is “entirely falee” to say that 
half the Chinese have left Macao. It may 
not be entirely accurate, but that a very 
large number have abandoned Magao as 
the result of new legislation, in force or 
Prospective, cannot be denied, and that it 
should have occurred during the régime of 
the ex-Governor certainly warranted in- 
clusion in any review of his reign. The 
precise degree of bis Excellency’s respongi- 
bility for the o6nditions leading to it was 
not suggested ; he was not wholly blamed 
for it, and he cannot be wholly exonerated. 
It seems no more to the purpose to point 
out that if business has gone from bad to 
worse at Macao, “so it has at Hongkong and 
all over the Fast.’ The suggestion is that 
business has become comparatively worse 
at Macao than at other Far Eastern places, 
and there appears to-be ground for it; also 
for the hint that! it is largely due to 
waladministration. The presentation of an 
address to his Excellency by the Leal 
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Senado in no way discounts the vraisem- France, and such seems to be the cage at 


blances of our casual contributor’s com- 
ments; it rather strengthens them. There 
was and is no imputation agaiost the in- 
tegrity and good intent of the ex-Governor, 
who compares remarkably favourably with 
many of whom we have been reading lately.

FRANCE \ND THE BALKANS, 


(Daily Press, 20th: May.) 

The French Governmentithe other day 
declared with regard to the-troubles in 
Bulgaria that its action was perfectly dis- 
interested ; the first feeling.on reading the 
announcement was, as is eustowary with all 
disinterested announcements, that same 
deep laid and daserous scheme was being 
harboured to upset the eritire of Europe. 
Disinterested proposals have usually some- 
thing unpleasant about them; and no quarter 
in Europe has been so fruitful in them 
as the Balkan Peninsula. As it is the 
unexpect-d that always happens, on looking 
further into the matter it becomes apparent 
that no machiavellian scheme is really 
concealed under the French proposals, and 
that they are réally, so fur as any private 
interests of her own are concerned, ag she 
says, perfectly disinterested. Phis Bulgarian 
affair has, as we have had too much reason 
to know, for years been the bugbear of 
Europe, and proposals, eich ona more 
untenable than all that had bone before it, 
have been plentiful as blackberries in au- 
tumn. Each of the Powers considering itself 
interested has sought, not the settlement of 
the trouble, but to keep it open in Che hope 
that something might eventually turn up to 
ite owu private advantage, and each has had 
its own scheme of evoking rain from heaven, 
but so that it should be of no service to 
its neighbour's crops. It is under these 
circumstances that France comes forward 
with no plan of her own, but to suggest a 
possible method of compromise. She likes 
all the schemes in turn, and will not use 
her influence to hamper any 80 far ag they 
are intended to promote the harmony of 
Europe; but of all she rather prefers 
Russia’s: Russia’s is not after all so uulike 
tbat proposed by England, and so she thinks 
that it would not be a bad thing for Russia 
and England to put their heads together, 
and “concoct something really feasible. It 
may, of course, be alleged| that such a 
proposal is not as disinterested as France 
would make it appear; that France is deeply 
interested at the moment in the preservation 
of peace, and is prepared tO momentarily 
sacrifice her traditional ambitions in order to 
guin the requisite time to mkke her future 
preparat‘ons. Now, of course, {this is largely 
the case, but after all the true incentive to 
a peaceful policy is the feeling that a nation 
may be employed in much more profitable 
things in its own interest, than in seeking 
to make its neighbours uncomfortable. 

Under these circumstances it is natural 
too that France should be desirous of bring- 
ing about a better understanding between 
Russia and England; and the feeling is not 
altogether quixotic nor sentimental, that as 
she is herself friendly with both, she would 
like to see them friendly between themselves. 
France has in fact much to gain from auch 
an understanding: it entails no hardship 
nor responsibility on her, and it is almost 
impossible to imagine such a combination 
of circumstances as would make an under- 
standing between the twoiin any way 
menacing to her interests. On the other 
hand there are circumstances under which 
a good understanding with ‘both England 
and Russia may be of infinite advantage to 


the present with regard to the Bulkan 
Peninsula. It is probable that, if the 
absorption of the Balkan lands by any of 
he great Powers became inevitable, France 
would prefer to see Russia there rather than 
Germany, but the mutual jealousies of the 
two have been so thoroughly aroused that 
neither event can at the moment be looked 
upon as within the limits of historical 
possibility. For the present Russia isa 
ugeful counterpoise to Germany in the 
Mediterranean; and France cacnot forget 
that Germany has recently shown every 
intention to interfere with Freach develop- 
aunt in this region, which France in the 
past has always looked upon as her special 
sphere. Quite apart from mere sentiment, 
which after all is but an uncertuin ground 
fr harmonious working, France haa every 
object in preserving the status quo in 
Europe. She and England having tried 
the effect of a working understanding have 
fgund it not only practicable but agreeable, 
so that it might be supposed that with a 
good understanding with Italy, peace for 
the present generation at least, might be 
looked upon as assured. Unfortunately we 
have seen from too many indications 
recently that we can scarcely count upon its 
continuance from day to day. Tne little 
affair of the Mitrowitza Railway shows how 
baseless would be such an assurance. Of 
course the disturbing element on the Conti. 
neut of Europe is the position of the Dual 
Monarchy. Without imputing alterior 
motives to anyoue, the combination in ane + 
political state of two peoples so diverse-in 
their traditions.and past history ag Austria 
and Hungary has innate in it the seeds‘of 
instability; wod*here besides the ordinary 
grouuds of common interest the bond of 
union is merely personal, and the tivo 
underlying stocks of Migyar and Teuton 
have so many centrifugal qualities that even 
their wutual respect for their common 
sovereign Fraucis Joseph has at times had 
difficulty in preserving their union. But the 
Emperor Francis Joseph is rapidly approach- 
ing the allotted span of human existenoe, 
aud the future presents an unknowable 
blank, and Europe has to be on the qui vive 
for what may any day occur. A blow, or even 
a hasty word may in such an explosive , 
atmosplere bring about a catastrophe, and 
Europs, without having time to think, 
may suddenly find itself parted into two 
hostile camps. ‘The shock of such an ex- 
plosion must naturally severely affect the 
stability of the dangerously unbalanced 
Balkao states, and probably lead to the 
outbreak of a war of extermination in all 
the provinces under Turkish rule. Tae 
most ynpiassed state in Christendom could 
not affurd to look with indifference on such 
a spectacle, and it is in'the hope of fin ling 
the nations prepared for the aventuality 
that France seeks to engage beforchand the 
good offices of her two frieuds England and 
Russia. Whatever we may think of the 
possibilities of the case we are at least 
bound to acknowledge France’s disin- 
teresteduess in the affair, and receive her 
suggestions in good part. ; 


md BAHAISM.

It is impossible for what we call the 
human imagination to conceive any form or 
suape that is not reminiscent of something 
in nature. No concept of what-might-be is 
possible to the human mind except such 
as is based on what-has-beeo. Apart from 
experience and observation, the intellect is 
impotent. Those ial er lane cl utopias 
are simply picturing an improvement of the 


aya 


existant. Those who postulate “ perfection ” 
deceive themselves. with v:rbiage. The 
ulmost they can imagine is a minimum of 
imperfection. All the heaveus ever post- 
uluted have been materialistic at their roots. 
As change ia a phenomeuon of everything 
empiric, as tha senses never perceived 
anything io extension that was not subject 
t) change, it is legitimate to conclude that 
the mind cannot contuin a concept of 
chaug: lessness. That which does not change 
does not exist. It ie nct even stugnation; 
it is ‘Vacuous. In cass this preamble is not 
fallacious, the deduction is that even 
principles may change —except the unchang- 
ing principle thateverything changes. The 
refigious idea as a manifestation of human 
activity cannot, therefore, notwithstanding 
the ‘Tenth Prus, be a thing immutable, a 
something stereotyped. Itevolves, changes, 
progresses, pervaps even retrogresses. 
Asia in these days affords a more 
lavish illustration even than does Rome 
and Europe. Buddhism has changed and 
is changing, with the flux of meditation, 
Asiatic thought on the eternal abstractions 
goes on for ever, in spite of As‘atic script- 
ures. Asiatics have so much spare time, 
and they do not “kill” it by incessant 
chatter and social activity. The most in- 
teresting outcrop of religious progress within 
comparatively recent years comes from 
Persia, and has gt the awkward name of 
Balaism, after Bana-Utiag, “the suc- 
cessor of Moss, of Bopp, of Zoroaster, 
of Jesus, and of Manomet,” who died in 
1892. We left scriptures which provide for 
a beautifully eclectic synthesis of the lerding 
cults. The validity of all anterior religions 
is-a'lmitted ; the dogmatic differences that 
have accumu'atei and bred _ irreligious 
dissensious are di-carded. The oneness of 
nature, of the cosmos, is emptasised—all 
living creati'es are “leaves of a single 
tree, dreps of a single ocean.” But no, 
be it noted, members of a single church. It 
is claimed that the Buhasiste are directly 
responsidle for the enlightened reforms in 
Persia, opposed by the ecclesiastics. It is 
cluimed that. the mischievous t-eory of 
“casio” is th rehy being weakene! in 
India. In (rievtal Kussia its power has 
saved Bahaist communities from the noto- 
rious troubles affl-oling others. In Eyypt 
and Turkey the Bahusts are no ed as the 
mort faithful avd peaceable of subjects. 
In Syria, no Bahaist bas come forward «sa 
litigant for twenty years. They have a 
system of ethics and sociology which “nev r 
fails to cuptivate those to whont it is pre- 
sented.” So far as we can gather, i's 
teachings would accord with Taoist and 
with some Confuciin ideals, and no 
doubt in time it will percolate the Empire. 
There is room for it, as all the other 
missionaries seem to make poor progress 
with their inculcation of brotherly love.

S> this precidus corres+ 
pondent of the New York Herald} whom we 
are eatertaining in our midst, idforms the 
world that the British in Hongkong are not 
openly approving the boycott, though they 
are giving it their moral support.) In other 
words, he alleges that though wei'admit (by 
concealing our sympathy) that it is wrong 
to do 80, we are secretly sympathising with 
and “morally” aiding and abetting the 
boycotters. On behalf of the jBritish in 
Hongkong we flatly contradict this; and un- 
hesitutingly say that those who accept their 
information from the New York Herald's 
correspondent are being i a Anglo- 


Japaneee Alliance, though it has had its 
critics and objectors—some of !them men 
searcely competent to form a rational opinion 
on any politica) question—is not ‘universally 
uopopular among the English in the Orient,’’ 
though the New York Herald's representative 
says it is condemned “not only among com- 
mercial men but all classes,” including 
“ officers of the Army and Navy.” [a con- 
firmation of his allegation that British 
merchants universally disapprove of the 
renewed alliance, the correspondent quotes 
four, some of whom, at least, we hope to 
fiud protesting that they have been 
misquoted.

To-day the Chinese Laci ee are very clary 
about investing money in house property 
becauss they don’t kuow where they stand. 
They have lost confidence in the Government, 
becanse they don’t know when the Govern- 
ment is going to introduce fresh sanitary and 
building laws whioh eill discouat tne value of 
their property. Take this casé. A house ia to 
be pulled down in the Queen’s Road, Com- 
pensation has to be paid to the-owoer. It is to 
be raised by a rate levied on the owners of the 
adjoining property who will benefit by the 
demolition of the other property. They will 
have more light and more fresh air but the 
owner will be called upon to pay for this 
improvement by a rate which will become a 
permanent charge on that property for perhaps 
30 years and not excecding seven per ce.t. A 
man who bought property would have no confid- 
ence that the Government in pulling down some 
other property would not create a charge on 
his property. There was another olass of inves- 
ter who will have no confidence—the mortgagee. 
We know that the cash trangactious on build- 
ings here could not take plac } unless there had 
been people to assist with mortgages. Then there 
are people at home who send out money to 
invest in property. Their jsecurity will be. 
discounted to such an extent that they will. 
hesitate in future to invest. hat is a 
retrograde step for the Gofernment to take,.

‘ ‘eooner bad he opened the dcor than the lamp 

was snatohed from him by the first acoused and 
the first and second men followed this up by 
patting & bag over his head and tieing his 
ands and feet. They threatened to burn him 
é unless he told them where his money was. He 
told them and they ransacked the house taking 
the four dollars and a numb-r of other artioles. 
When they went sway complainant succeeded 
in libsratia himself aud sent his danghter to 
the police while he bimeelf went to the temple 
where he saw the priest. Sergt. Clark visited 
the house and found it in a state of disorder, 
A few days latter he went to Tapmun where 
he saw the first defendant in a boat and the 
second on theshore olose by. He arrested them 
both and in the bottom of the boat were found 
a number of articles which had been taken from 
the house of the complainant. On April 6th 
the police went to the house of the third 
acoused at Tapmun and arrested him, Three 
other things which complainant recognised as 
wae eg ahd were found, 
a _ The jury found the first and second prisoners 
guilty on both coants, but as regards the third 
gear the jary were not unanimous, four 
ing for conviction and three for acquittal. As 
the majority has to be five to two the prisoner 
was discharged, his Lordship expressing his 
agreement with the jury.

THE HILLSIDE MURDER. 

The three men Wong Chino; Kwai, Tse Man 
Fat and Wong Sam Ho, who ate charged with 
the murder of three Chinese pear Shatin on 
December, 1906, were arraigued on the cspital 
charge. The Hon. Mr. Davies, K.C. 
(Attorney General), instructed! by Mr. Bowley, 
Crown Solicitor, conducted the prosecution, and 
the Hon. Dr. Ho Kai, ins ructed by Mr. G. KX. 
Hall Bratton, appeared for thé defenoes. 

The following jury was empanelled— Mosars. 
Isaac 8. Perry, J. C. Sheppard, James T. shaw, 
W. Taylor, W. E. Rose, W.U. Eldridge, and 
A. A. A. Milroy. 

The Altorney-Ganeral, in ontlining the case 
for the proseveution, said that the three prisoners 
at the bar were there to stand their trial for the 
wil{ul murder of two men and a boy at Kun 
Yam Sang on the 2ad December, 1906. ‘The 
case throws a barniog light pn human action 
and discloses a crime rarely} eqaalled in its 
bratality. Luk Sang, one of the deceased, was a 
man aged about 3’. He had beén a cabin steward 
on various ships sailing undqr the American 
flag on the Pacific and finally was on the 
“ Minnesota.” He seemed tojhave had plenty 
of money as compared with hig relations and in 
August of 196 he stayed at home, living with 
‘his wife and mother at Kowloon city where he 
had a house. Luk “ang was a native of the 
Hakka village ef Kun Yam/Sang near Juok 
Bay and bis wife was alsoja Hakka. Luk 
Sang's father was buried at Lau Tau, but his 
grandfather was buried at K} wloon city which 
was not regarded ag a proper grave from a 
Chinese point of view. During his holiday 
Luk Sang spent some time in repairing his 
father’s grave and in looking|for a suitabl; site 
for a grave for his grandfather. As they 
knew the Chinese attached| a great deal of 
importance to discovering suitable graves for 
the repose of their dead. This element was a 
very prominent one in this particular cise. Hs 
engaged Wong Sam San, the other murdered 
man, to repair bis father's |grave, This man, 
who was a relative of his, was a farmar and in 
addition to farming he madej graves. Ib woul! 
be w: ll known to them also that there was a class 
of men known as seems who professed to 
be versed inthe science of fungebui, and were 
experts in selecting graves, The second 
prisoner, Tse Viau Fat, waalalso a geomaucer, 
He was acquainted with Gak Sing and wished 
the latter to employ bima ae a geomano-r in con- 
nection with the graves bat Luk Sang deolinad 
todoso. From the evidence it appeared that 
batween 15th Oct., 19 '6, 
second accused wentto Lak| Sang’s house and 
tried to porruxde him to engage him in reference 
to the selsotion of the grave, at the same time 
demanding several te s of dollars, and adding 
that if he was vot allowed todo the work Luk 
Sang’s bead would fal off within 70 days, His 
fioal words were “If not [ will throw away my 
compass and leave Kowloon city.” The most 
valuable instrument of the geomanc:r's calliug 
is a Cbhin-se compass coverad with astrologioal 
signs, Shortly after this the second prisoner 
concocted a scheme for the robbary of Luk 
Bang. The evidence on this point depended 
mainly upon the confession! of Chan 10 who 
admitted having taken part in the murder 
and who had turned King’s evidence. His 
evidence, corroborrated ag fit was by .material 
facts, was relied upon by the prosecution, This 
man stated that in autumao of 19J6 he was 
working as a blacksmith [on a new military 
road behind Kowloon City} but in addition he 
dealt in illicit opium in his matshed which was 
a suitable place for smoking opium and was 
patronized by a number gf people. The pri- 
soners met at that shed to dmoke opium during 
the autumn of 1906 and onithe 28th November 
the three prisoners went there between (en and 
eleven o’clock in the ry oo and they asked 
him to join them on an expedition to make 
movey. He agreed, and jthe second accused 
told him they would call for him on the 
2nd December. On the Ist there was a 


d Nov., 1906, the’ 
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feast in jthe house of a relative of the 
deeeased man, Lok Sang, and his wife went 
Prior to this Luk Sang had apent 
in lookicog for a suitable site 
randfather’s grave, and the second 
asked to accompany him on those 
About four o'clock on the after- 
noon of the feast the first prisoner, who lived at 
Kun Yan Sang, asked Luk Sang to go over 
ith him to a cartaia placa, He knew 
that Luk| Sang carried a rev:-Iver and- had 
previously asked him to give it to him which Luk 
refugad to do. Luk Sang's wife, 


tried to persuade him not to go, 
especially; as it was getting dark, but the first 
prisoner presied him to go as the basiness was 
urgent, {He would accompany him over the 
hills, be aaid, and bring him back to Kowloon 
city. Luk Sang then got his wife to hand him 
30 Moexi¢an dollars and the two men left 
the housa, When Luk Sang left the house he 
had, besides the money, a watch and chain, a 
diamond jring, and a revolver in hia podket. 
The menjwent tb the houga of a cousin of Luk 
Sang’'s and there he stayed the night at Kun 
Yam Sang. After breakfast he went out 
accompanied by the two sons of his hoat. When 
the latter, who is a farm-r, returned hom» for 
the midday moal his sons wore not there bat 
in the 6vening the younger son returned, 
The widow of the decess d man Wong Sam Sau 
would tall them that Lak Sang visited her that 
day along with the two boys and after the mid- 
day meal Lak Sang, her husband and the boys. 
went off It appeared that Luk Sang wanted 
the boysito return hoare, but the elder declined; 
The younger went home to his father. All 
three went up the hill. Behind the village of 
Kan Yam Sang is a prominent hill, a favourite 
resort of the villagers, sud likely place for a 
grave site, The trio went in the direction of 
this peak. Gaving traced their movements 80 
far the| prosecution had now to rely on the 
ovidened of the accomplice, who admitted that 
he was ja party to the dastardly crime, bat 
whose iptimony he would ask them to accept, 
as it was corroborated by material facts. 
The ore prisoners met at LL o’clock at this 
man's shed to smoke opium aad after smoking 
they said they were going to make moaosy, 
The sedond pri-oner explained that if Lak 
Sang was caught, there would bs over 3100. 
They persuaded the informer to accompsay 
them. ‘Lhe theory of the prosecuion was that 
the quartette walked about th- hills above and 
behiud {Kan Yam Sang until they saw Luk 
Sing approach, the vther two walking bebinp 
him, he fiest prisoner asked Lak sang to 
show thém tue grave site he had selectad. ‘He 


agreed fo do so and he had no sooner turned 
aside than the secad prisuner said “Jay hands 
on bim;’ The four men caught him from 


behind dnd the second prisoner hit him on the 
head with a choppzr and struck him on various 
parts ofj the b-dy so severely that he died 
almost immed.ately, Apparently Wonz Sam 
Saa ran to his rescue bat he was oiught aod 
similarly treated. ‘I'he small boy was standing 
some little distance off crying for help ane 
while the first aod third prisoners searvhed thd 
bodies for booty the second prisoner Killed the 
little boy also. Caau Ya woald tell them that 
he found $:0 on Luk Sing and took possession 
of them! while the others took the watch anp 
chain, the ring and other things, The iaform ir 
bscominog frightened ran away aad after 
proceeding some distance he took off his blood 
stained jacket and threw it into a stream, : He 
then returned to the matshed and afterwards 
left for his home in Chins. Ha did not retarn 
until the 2lst February this year apparen ly 
thinking the matter had then blown over ;: but 
on the 28th March from information reosived 
the polide arrested him at Kowloon city, When 
the farmer found that hia son did not retura he 
searched the hills and ultimately came upon the 
three bodies lying close together and the polios 
were informed. The post mortem examination 
showed that death in each caso must have been 
instantabeous and that the wounds were such as 
might :hava been inflicted by a chopper. 
Naturally the murder caused a graat deal of 
excitement but the police were unable to 
discover any clue but from information sab- 
sequently received they arrested Chan Ya, the 
informer,aad afterwards the three prisoners were 
simultaneously arrested, Inabox in the first 
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Prisoner's house were a watch and chain which 
the widow recognised as belonging to Luk Bang 
but which he declared Lad been given him by 
his brother three years ago. 

Evidence was then called. The hesring is 
likely tobea most protracted ope as there are 
about 25 witnesses for the Prosecution and as 
many for tke defence. Casa ‘adjourned.

THE HILLSIDE MURDER, 

The Court was engaged all day yesterday 
in the trial of the three Chinese for the triple 
murder near Shatin in December of 1906. Tre 
prosecution by yesterday afternoon had called 
about $-n witnesses, but more than double that 
number is yet to be heard, 

The most interesting man jn the box yes- 
terday was Chan Yau, who formed one of the 
party alleged to have killed the three people, 
and who turned King’s evidence. 

The informer, who looked very unhappy dar- 
ing his examinstion, ssid in reply to qu: stiong 
by the Atterney:General thet on the 2nd De- 
cember the three prisoners came to hig matshed 
and smo ed opium. The gecond prisoner gag- 
gest-d that they should make a fortune and he 
asked how, to which the p'isoner replied ‘If 
Luk Sang is caugit there will be over $100,” 
The firet’ prisoner remarked ‘ it is good for 
you t> go,” and witnass mada answer tht he 
was not strong enough. The firet, prisoner 
then said “If you were to work here for two 
months you wonld nct make go much,” to which 
he replied, “Very well, you go first. I will 
follow.” All four then went up the hill, and 
when they caught sigh! of Luk Sang they 
agreed to walk on and pretend to be merely 
taking a walk. Witness had been instructed 
to say to Luk Sang “I hear you have selected 
a good grave site: will you show it to me.” 
Accordingly when ¢ *y came up to Luk Sang 
and his two companions witnoese put this 
question and Luk Sang replied “Very good : 
[ will take youn round. ag they turned | 
to po, the second prisoner called out “Tay 
hands on bim.” Witness, the first. prisover, 
and the third caught hold of Luk Sang. Wit. 
neva was not strung enough to hold him. The 
second prisoner struck Luk Sang on the head 
from behind with a kmfa, He strnck three 
blows and the man fell to the ground. Wong 
Sem S u, who saw what happened, ran up to 
where Luk Sang had fallen and tried to seize 
bold of witness and the prisoners. The first 
prisoner called out “ Seize him ; fight with him.” 
The first and thir! prisoners and witness caught 
him, and the second prisoner dealt him a blow 
wih a knife and obonped him to death, Tha 
first and third prisoners and witness searohed 
Lnk Ssng’a body. While they were doing this 
the boy was orying and shouting out “ Save 
life,” and the second prisoner went up and 
killed him, Witaoess did not see hew he was 
killed. Afterwards he asked the firat and 
third prisoners if they had found anything, 
and the latter replied that he had found a 


watch, a gold finger ring and two bank 
notes of 85. Witness found on Luk 
Sang three rolls of 20 cant pieces but told the 


others that he had found $2 only, Baooming 
frightened he ran back to his matsbed, on the 
way throwiog his blocdstain-d Jaoket into a 
stream, and afterwards he went into the country, 
On the day of the murder he saw a knife in 
Chin Mau Fats’ -leevs and the others carried a 
small stick each, When he returned to the 
Colony he wasautrappad. He was agk-d 10 moot 
& sergeant at the Police Station and was agked 
to stay there at the expense of ta police. 
Afterwards he found he was under arrest, 
Cross--xamined by Hon. Dr. Ho Kai —He did 
not know the name of the man who emt loyed 
him at thst time.and he knew the names of very 
few of the oth r men in the matsued. 
Hearing adjourned.

As none of the Hongkong papérs seam to 
have githered the oorreot fact+, aad incidents 
Which occasioned the Governour of Macao's 
abrupt departure from this Colony, the follow- 
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ing facts—whioh I have every reason to believe 
are absolutely authentio—may be of interest to 
you and yotr readers, 


‘lhe firat of a series of quibbles with the Home 
Goveroment—ag far as | can ascer$sin-—a rose 
through tha Governor d-siriog to give an officer 
(Capt. Miranda) a special gratuity, for extra 
services rendered to the local Government, bat 
which the’ Home Government refused to 
sanction. 


The sevond quibble was in oonseq nence 
of His Erxoell-noy appointing the second 
interpreter pf the Government Offices, to the 
post of chief interpreter, on the death of the 
old obi-f, : without consulting the ome 
Government, or patting the post up to public 
competition according to law. As a matter of 
fact, since 1842 the Governor for the time being 
bas exercised the right of making sll minor 
appointments io the Government service, with. 
out reference Home. . 


His Exo-llency also wished to abrogate the 
law in reference to dealing in arma and 
ammunition aod to cancel the lioanses alread 

Granted tu cértain dealers, but did not consider 
that it was a proper time to go into 
the matter owing to the agitation occasioned 
by the “Taso Marna” incident, and 
considered that it would be showing a sign of 
weakness to the Chinese, if the law was 


amended and the licenses cancelled jast at this 
time. 


Bat in the meantime the Portuguese 
Minjster in 'eking had been moving io the 
matter—unknown to Senhor Coutinho, the 
Governor—and urging the Home Government to 
immediately stop the importation of arms into 
Macao. Senhor Continho waa communicated 
with on the matter and asked to give bis 
Opinion. He replied that it would be foolish 
to move in the matter for at least a few 
mooths yet or ab least until the “Taten 
Maru” oxoilement had quieted down, but to 
bis sarprise he received an urgent telegram, to 
the following effect :—~ 


“Cancel gratuity to Captain Miranda; cancel 
appointment of interpreter and have public 
examination and competition for post ; cancel 
at once all licences to import arms.” Or words 
to the ubove effect, 


His Excellency at once wired back “ Abso- 
lutely refuse all three, aecept herewith my 
resignation.” Or words to that effect, 


Another equabble with the Home Government, 
Was over the amount of money which had to be 
sent to Timor. On one occasion he received a 
wire to send an amount which ex-eeded the 
yearly grant from Macao to Timor, and I under- 
stand he rafused to send the money, as ‘Timor 
had already received all she was entitled to, 
and money was badly required in Macao for 
public works. Oa this occasion, I understand, 
His Exce lenoy algo tendered his resignation, 

His Excellency did not pay for his own as 
well as his wife and family’s passage home, out 
of his own pocket. It is true Le did not ask 
the local G vernment to pay, bub when the 
Colonial Treasurer (Luspector of Finances) 
banded him hia tickets, he accepted them, 


Hi: Exoallenoy seems to’ have borne a very 
good name amongst the Por-uguese here; but 
the fact cannot be hidden that, during the time 
of his administration, things in Macao have’ 
gone from bad to worse, Half of the Fantan 
hunses have been olosed, and of course, half 
their revenna lust. The Luttery has been en- 
birely smashed up, owing to the greed of some- 
body in authority; abot half the Chinese 
population have Icft the Colory, and now; 
practically our sole remaining indus'ry, the 
Silk Spiuning Works, employing hundreds of 
women and obiidren, is closed, and for go 
cwing to trouble with the Guveroment Officials, 
Aud all this bas happened in Senhor Continho’s 
time, 8o that his administration of the Govern. 
ment cannot in any way be deemed a success, 


Instructions have been issued by the Mini : 
of Finance to Vicercys and Governors through- 
out the Empire that they may introduce 
Whatever refurma they “may please in their 
provino~s, but with the proviso that no foreign 
loans shall be contracted to bring about the 
reforms in question.

PUPLIC HEALTH AND BUILDINGS 
ORDINANCE AMENDMENT.

RrR—I ‘have jurt received the i closed 
letter from Kobe. I have been requested to 
forward it to-you for insertion. 
T would like to point out that the criticisms 
contsincd therein apply to the Bill as it 
red in its second etage, that is to say in 
its form when privately cirou'ated to members 
of Council and others for cunsideration, after 
the interview of the Architeots with H.B. the 
Governor.—I am yours truly.

Sre,—As is well known His Excellency the 
Governor invited us with Mr, Denison to con- 
sult with the Government upon the various 
atmendments ‘suggested in onr reperts to the 

roperty owners upon the Public Health and 
Building Ordinance 1908, After two long 
interviews several of our recommendations were 
agreed to in princip'e. 

When we saw the amendments printed and 
readthe rpeech of the Hon. Director of Public 
Worka in propesing the 2nd reading of the bill 
we found that, while some of our suggestions 
had been adopted, the wording of other amend- 
ments was such as to alter their-meaning from 
that.which we understood had been agreed to. 
In sddition other fresh clauses have been in- 
serted .which we had no opportunity of com- 
menting upon, Some of these are of vital 
jmportanoe and we think it advisable to take 
this means of drawing attention to them. 

Definition 26. “External Air.” This stands 
in the printed smendments as originally 
drafted, but the Hon Director of Pablio Works 
in his speech moving the second reading of 
the bill states “It is proposed to withdraw the 
new definition because it would operate rather 
harshly upon parties who wish to erect a 
building of an ners height, who happen to 
have opposite to this proposed building another 
of much greater height belonging to some 
neighbouring owner.” 

The reagon given is no® correct. In “objects 
and reasons” attached to the bill, it is clearly 
indicated that the proposed amendment is 
introduced for improving the condition of 
existing buildings. 

All new buildings irrespective of height have 
to be provided with an open space equal to one 
third of the roofed area of the building and 
the kitchen cannot extend across more than one 
half of the width of the building ; in addition to 
tte above open space at least another 3 feet has 
to be -provided towards forming a scavenging 
lane, therefore it is not possible under these 
conditions to ereot a new building, whatever its 
height, withont providing sufficient open space 
in the rear to constitute ‘external air;” tha 
question cannot arise with regard to the front 
as-no now lane can be less than 15 ft. in width, 
therefore the owner of a building of moderate 
height would in no way be affected by his 
neigbbour’s building, however high it might be,
